Mr. Benjamin's own num 
hers were of particular interest, as 
he is comparatively a new singer in 
Santa Ana. 
He opened his program with a sweet 
little love song, “So Dear a Dream,” 
that warmed up his voice and put 
him in 
touch 
with 
his 
audience. 
Tostl’s familiar 
and 
well 
beloved 
“Good-bye," was the next offering, fol­ 
lowed by a request number, “When 
You and I Were 
Young, 
Maggie,” 
whose touching refrain has been dear 
to the hearts of two generations. The 
old ballad was sung sympathetically 
by Mr. 
Benjamin, 
his 
enunciation 
bringing out every word of the touch­ 
ing ballad, greatly to the pleasure of 
the audience. Indeed, Mr. Benjamin is 
especially strong on enunciation, an 
essential part of successful 
singing 
that is too often Ignored by vocalists, 
both amateur and professional. 
Mr. Benjamin’s other numbers In 
eluded Traum durch die Dammerung 
(Richard Strauss), La donna e Mo­ 
bile, from Verdi’s Rigoletto,; Lohen­ 
grin’s 
Abscised 
(W agner). 
Trahi- 
son (Chamlnade) and a trio of light­ 
er 
numbers — Louise 
Reichardt’n 
“When the Roses Bloom," “OJala," by 
Margaret Ruthven Lang, and an Old 
English song, “Young Richard,” with 
an encore number, “Ghosts,” another 
of the little songs of Margaret Ruth­ 
ven Lang. 
Of these, 
the 
Rigoletto 
number was the most brilliantly sung. 
The singer displayed the best quali­ 
ties of his voice in this 
artistically 
rendered composition, 
the 
vigorous 
passages eliciting sonority and power, 
while the lighter phrases were sung 
with grace and flexibility. This num­ 
ber aroused real enthusiasm and won 
an encore. 
The Lang numbers, 
“Ojala" 
and 
“Ghosts” were beautifully interpret­ 
ed, the tenderness of the former be­ 
ing especially well developed by the 
singer. 
“Young Richard," the 
Old 
English ballad, was the most iiopular 
number offered by Mr. Benjamin, the 
rollicking little ditty with its absurd 
refrain, catching the fancy of the au­ 
dience to such an extent that Its rep­ 
etition was demanded.

tow’s Martha, winning an instant en

playing. But Mr. Lusk Is at his best 
in the mere gentle compositions. His 
playing of Le Cygne 
(Saint 
Saens) 
and Durand’s Chaconne were partic 
ularly admirable. The haunting met 
ody of Le Cygne with Its soft murmur 
of accompaniment was played with in 
tultive understanding as well as with 
splendid technic. Chaconne was per­ 
haps as well if not better done, 
hut 
was not itself so pleasing as Le Cygne 
Guilmant’s First Sonata afforded Mr 
Lusk an opportunity to display ver 
satlllty in expression and mastery of 
mechanical effects. It made a splendid 
finale for a pleasing concert. 
This resume would be Incomplete 
without a complimentary reference to 
the work of the choir in its quota of 
two well known and 
popular 
cho- 
ruses: 
“O. Hush Thee My Baby,” by 
Sir Arthur Sullivan, and the Waits 
Chorus, “Carmens,” by H. Lane WH 
son. The voices were well balanced, 
and familiarity with the work was 
evident In the excellent way in which 
the numbers were given under the di 
rectum of Mr. Benjamin, and with 
the fine support given by Mr. Lusk 
in his accompaniments.
